Alter this temporary license ex- 
pires, disposition ol the camp will be 
determined by federal legislation of 
the type approved Saturday by the 
house committee.

'Father' of Twin FaUs Tract 
Remembered for His Visions 



By JOHN BROSNAN 

When the late I. B. Pcrrine was 
a hospital patient here during his 
declining yearn, his room waa too 
cool for comfort. 

"What we should do." he told an 
attendant, "la pipe hot water down 
here from yeJIowstone to heat the 
hospital." 

He was a man who could Impart 
a vision to others while he spoke 
and held them under his apcll; but 
as soon as he left they couldn't vls- 
ualiEO what he had made them see 
so clearly, nor could they commun- 
icate the picture to others. 

Such was the man whose nsme Is 
so closely associated wllh the h&- 
tory of the Twin Palls tract aa re- 
flected by the memories of him in 
the mind of the woman he married 
in 1803 when Twin Falls and Ita sur- 
rounding rich acreages were his yet 
unfulfilled dream. 

Now residing at the Reed apart- 
ments In Twin Palls, Mrs. Hortcnse 
Pcrrlro was a gracious hostess to 
the Times- News representative who 
colled on her to obtain a candid 
profile of the man whose name waa 
often mentioned during the recent 
Magic Valley Yesterdays obser- 
vance. 

The conversation, tinctured with 
bits of humor as Mrs. Perrlne re- 
called with a smile some of their 
early experiences, also served to 
show the fiber from which pioneers 
were made. 

Chuckles at Story 

An Inquiry about the story that, 
when Mr. and Mrs. Perrlne went to 
the Blue Lakes ranch to live, he low- 
ered her from the edge of a cliff to 
the canyon floor on a rope brought 
a chuckle from Mrs. Perrlne. 

"No, that wasn't true." ahe said. 
"He did lower the first lumber to 
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build a house and towered the first 
hay mowing machine with a rope- 
but not me. We rode down in a 
wagon along the old road on the 
north Bide that followed an Indian 
trail." 

Only the winda of chance brought 
them together. Mrs, Perrlne was 
bom at PiUmore. Utah, and then as 
a little girl of six moved to Hailey 
where her father. Don McKay, oper- 
ated a hardware store. In 18SI. the 
family moved to Shoshone where the 
father operated the Shoshone hotel. 

There ahe met young Bert Per- 
rlne, who, with several of his young- 
er brothers had come west from 
their birthplace at Delaware, Ind., 
attracted perhaps by the Hailey min- 
ing boom. They were married in 1893 
and went to live at Blue Lakes ranch 
where Mr. Perrlne already had built 
up a thriving fruit business. Re had 
first lived In a dugout for three or 
four years, but now he had a small 
but fah-ly comfortable house In 
which they took up housekeeping 
This was built about 1888. 

Bancb Unchanged 

In general contour, the Blue Lakes

"It was Just at sunset and was 
really glorious," she observed.' 

But young Bert Perrlne was not 
one to be satisfied with even Blue 
Lakes ranch. To him It was only 
a BtarUng point in the vision of a 
vast, fertile tract watered by Snake 
river by means of a dam at what Is 
now Mllner. 

Whatever may have been 

force that drove this young dreamer 
toward his goal in the face of ap- 
parenUy InaurmounUble obatacles, 
its outward manifestations caused 
Mrs. Perrlne to say, "He never be- 
came discouraged. He knew what he 
wanted to do and then tried to do it.

were, "111 call Perrlne m the morn- 
ing." 

Even though the Perrlne career 
was Inconsistent In many ways- 
Mrs. Perrlne said that he waa "a 
horticulturist at heart"— its many' 
vagaries were all bound together tqr 
a common thread. Throughout his 
life ran an overpowering desire to 
look into the future and to bring to 
pass the things he saw there. To 
accomplish this, he became what 
some would term a "promoter." 
Others would describe him aa a 
reallstio and practical prophet who 
not only saw but also acted. 
Boofht Oat Partner 

At one time we find him aa a far- 
mer-businessman buying out the in- 
terests of his partner, Tom Hynd- 
man, to become the owner of all of 
Blue Lakes ranch. Later he ex- 
panded his holdings by purchasing 
more land adjacent to the ranch 
from Tom McCamless, who had been 
engaged to a Boise girl who "went 
back on him." Later, McCamless 
married an Indian squaw and fin- 
ally decided to go to Mexico. It was 
then that he sold his property to 
Mr. Perrlne. 

Next wo find Mr. Perrlne in the 
role of what might be described to- 
day as a public relations man for 
the area he sought to publicize. 
Leasing a hotel at Shoshone and an- 
other at Bhoahone tails, he pur- 
chased two stagecoaches at Kelton, 
Utah, and, with these, met tourfats 
coming In on the train from the 
east at Shoshone. As a special feat- 
ure of their Junkets, he drove them 
to Shoshone falls where they stay- 
ed overnight Then next morning 
they would Journey to Blue Lakes 
ranch for a trout dinner before 
starting back for Shoehone to catch 
the outgoing train. 

Agent for U, p. 

Although his lite la closely iden- 
tified with liydro-electrlc power, Ir- 
rigation projects and agriculture, we 
find him again as colonisation agent 
for the Union. Pacific railroad and 
holder of n different raUroad 
passes, which U characteristic of his 
desire to do everything In the grand 
maimer.

She also spoke with a note of 
fond reooUectlon of the Blossom 
parties that became an institution 
at Blue I^kes ranch. Olven each 
spring by Mra. Perrlne when the 
apple trees were in bloom, the 
parties started with nine guests 
and eventually grew to 3U.

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OUR WATER SYSTEM 
During the aummer months, when sprink- 
ling brings a peak demand on the city's 
water ayatem, we are always reminded ol a 
problem that's facing Twin Fall*— a problem 
which l8 growing steadily more aerloua. 

Low pressure In certain parts of the city 
and the emergency regulation requiring Che 
people to sprinkle their lawns on alternate 
days are ample evidence that we're up against 
tt when it comes to our domestic water 
■upply. 

It all fllmmera down to two general prob- 
lema, our source or water from the Twin Falls 
Canal company and the filter plant through 
which this water must be processed before 
entering the city's mains. 

The filter plant long since has been taxed 
beyond Its capacity during the summer, with 
the result that it has been Impossible to store 
^ugb water during the night to provide for 
nnrAatrlcted me during the following day. 

That la a problem which the city will over- 
come ahoitly with the construction of four 
additional unlta at the filter plant. Low 

■ pressure In certain areaa also will be cor- 
T'rtCted, to an extent a leaat, by the Installa- 
.' tlon ot larger pipelines from the filter plant 
':. Into the city. 

; But the problem concerning aource of aup- 
; ply Is a different story. Twin Falla already 
Tij receiving Ita full allotment of water from 
~ the Twin Falla Canal company, part of the 
4-vater- being used for Irrigation in soma sec- 
i tlona of the city. 

t So It remalna for the city to figure out 
' lome aolution. In aome localities it may be 
poBSible to dlacontlnue Irrigation and add 
; iuch water to the domestlo supply. Purchase 
: of additional land as a means of acquiring 
>more water la another poasibUity. But in 
I the long run it la doubtful if either or both 
" of these altematlvea will be auf f icient to keep 
i pace with the city's growth. 
; Another aource of water altogether may be 
: tbe only final aolution, and auch a likelihood 
; la wmrthlng for the people of Twin Falls to 
i I keep In mind. 

I ; Thl* Is not to infer that the city officials 
'. [ are not mindful of thla problem. We know 
' ; they are glrlng It serious consideration. But 
:-i-tlie-Tbnes-NewB does believe that all of us 
I should be concerned to the extent that we'll 
: get an adequate water supply at the earliest 
; ; opportunity. 
' We've outgrown our system and we're al- 

1: ready receiving all the water we can get 
: from our present aource of supply. 
• Any way you look at It, that's a serious 
I predicament 

; • Several poaalbllitles and problems come 
; to mind with E, F, McDonald's proposal of 
I pay-aa-you-see home entertainment, which is 
: ; a sort of Ruml plan for television. Mr. Mc- 
. : Donald, president of Zenith Radio, would 
' : connect your receiver to the telephone and 
: charge up your entertainment on the phone 
rblll. 

■ This, of course, would do away with spon- 
' ' cored television. Inoldentally, It would knock 

; the television end of the huckstering industry 
- right out of existence. You'd pay for your 
' - television show as you do for any public

to aak for favorable action on meaa- 
urei carrying fundi for Greece, 
Turkey, tbe liberated countries and 
other friendly natlona. 

"In the orlslnal plan, Mr. Bccre-, 
tary," Interrupted a prominent Se- 
mv WM» publican, "there were funds allocated 
for sevaral countries behind the Iron curtalQ— Poland, 
Hunffuv, CiechoslovaklD, etc. Do you Intend to help 
those nRtlons, now that Stalin has refused to cooperat« 
In rebuilding Europe?" 

"No, sir," replied Secretary Marshall, sticking out 
hli military Jaw. "I will not advance funds to those 
countries, even If you give me permlsalon to do so. 
They are not on my list. They have forfeited the 
Tight to American assistance, unless they change their 
mind and come Into our comprehensive program." 

RECALCITBANCT — Although neither President 
Truman nor Secretary Marshall admit it openly, the 
dispatch of the Wedemeyer mission to China forecasts 
a complate change In our policy toward QeneraUsslmo 
ChUng Kai-shek, 

IncldenUlly, the former chief of staff shows hU 
greatneu by his appixrent willingness to scrap the 
antUOhlang recommendations he it^nltted to the 
White House after the failure of his oWn attempt to 
reconcile the warring factions in the orient. 

SecreUry Manhsll was so disgusted by the recalci- 
trancy ol the Kuomlntang and communist groups that 
he urged President Truman to wash his hands of the 
affair. Ai a mutter at lact, tio returned with livab 
feelings toward the generallsshno, feeling that he 
was as difficult a personage as the communist leaden. 
He proposed that the latter be given a real voice and 
participation In the government. 

On his suggestion, the U. 8. withheld a proposed 
advance of 1500,000,000 to Chiang. We also reneged 
on a deal to provide weapons and munitions to his 
forces. Finally, we quickly withdrew U. S. troops 
stationed in China. 

UNDERMINED — The admlnUtratlon's withdrawal 
from China on Secretary Marshall's recommendation 
precipitated protests that It was Inconsistent to support 
communists In that area, while we defied and opposed 
theh' aggression in other parts of the world, eapeclally 
Europe. Russla'a recent behaviour has forced Presi- 
dent Tnunan and Mr. Marshall to that same con- 
clusion. 

The fact Is Ueut.-Oen. Wedemeyer, who succeeded 
"Vinegar Joe" Stllwell as our ground commander In 
that sector when the latter clashed with Ohiang, 
sided with former Ambassador Pat Hurley In the 
famous controversy over our Chinese policies. 

Mr. Hurley charged that "reds" In the state depart- 
ment had undermined him, and prejudiced the Truman 
administration against the generalissimo. To some 
extent, certain forces within the diplomatic estab- 
lishment had favored tlic conunles over the Kuomln- 
tang. ... 

BABBIER— It Is admitted nere etUl that the gen- 
eralissimo's faction Is reactionary, mercenary and 
selfish, with their own jnther than China's advantage 
as their chief aim. But they represent the only group 
on which we can rely for checkmating Stalln'a schemes 
and dreams for overrunning the orient, India and 
the vast treasure lands of the southwestern Pacific. 

"nierelore, whether wc like it or not, we must rein- 
force him, and the Wedemeyer mission's assignment 
Is to discover how best we can build up China as a 
barrier to communist expansion in that vital and 
strategic area. « 

JAUNT— The reactions to Gov. Thomas E, Dewcy'a 
"vacatlmi Jaunt" Into the west tend to substantiate 
OOP leaders' suspicion that the Icadhig candidate 
tor the 1048 presidential nomination should hava 
remained at Albany, or confined himself to a come- 
and-go trip to the governors' conference at Salt 
Lake City. 

His seemingly triumphant tour has forced his 
enemies to close ranks and to launch rearguard attocks 
on him. Sen. Robert A. Taft's response was to let It be 
known that he, too, will make a swing around the 
country at the close of the present session.

The 
law provides that all warehouses 
must be licensed which are engaged 
In Btorbig' agricultural produce such 
aa grain, beans, dry peas, dried 
fruits, leguminous seeds, hay, pota- 
toes, tniit, dried fish, wool, etc. 

Brown added that warehouses 
which store such commodities are 
declared to be public utilities 
whether or not they receive compen- 
sation for the services performed.

The fact that Mrs. Anderaon has 
retained the ribbon throughout the 
Intervening years is not accidental, 
for she collects similar badges and 
ribbons. The oldest one among her 
souvenirs Is a ribbon from 1897 
rklng the old folks' reunion held 
that year.

In IBM. There were awards from the 
International exposition at Omaha 
In 1888, from the Pan-American ex- 
position At Buffalo In 1901, and Uie 
Lewis and Clarlc centennial at Port- 
land In IBOO. It was a break for 
thla sagebrush land when 1. B. Per- 
rlne headed this way with his unique 
talcnta. And Isn't It nice he had 
tuch a charming, musical name, to 
perk up our pioneer history? 

One of the snakiest window dis- 
plays of what the well-drcMcd cll- 
Izon of the Snake wore In lB06-0e. 
Tvos at the dear old "Idee." Here 
you beheld the long, white, dream 
gown once worn by Mrs. C. B. Mc- 
Claln.

To all readers who are 
mere "youngsters" under 40. we has- 
ten to explain that Harry K. Thaw 
was the No. 1 front page sensa- 
tion of his day, because he up and 
killed America's great architect, 
Standtord While. And all over a 
lush gal who pranced In a chor- 
us, and called herself Evelyn Nes- 
blt. Anyhow, they say as how Thaw 
even helped haul water to the thirs- 
ty sagebnishcrs In the early days 
at Jerome.
